TEST MILLING AND Announce Delegates 


BAKING VALUES 
OF 1928 WHEAT 


Regina. Milling values of the var 
ious grades of 1928 wheat and the 
possibility of introducing the protein 
test into the grading system were dis- 
cussed at the annual delegates’ meet- 
ing of the Saskatchewan Wheat 
Pool, when Dr. F. J. Birchard, chem: 
ist in charge of the Board of Grain 
Commissioners’ grain research — lab- 
cratory, attended with an exribit ot 
bread baked from standards ana 
averages of the various grades ot 
wheat from the 1928 ‘crop. 

Dr. Bichard based his introductory 
comment on the report which was is- 
sued from his laboratory some time 
ago in which it was stated that the 
lower grades of wheat from the 1928 
crop, most of which are heavily dam- 
aged hy frost so far as physical ap- 
pearance goes, are appreciably better 
in quality than similar grades of the 
1927 crop. He read to the delegates 
the comment accompanying the mil- 
ling and baking data in his report and 
was then subjected to frequent ques- 
tioning. 

Dr. Birchard, in his statements be- 
lieved that, generally speaking, frost 
had the effect of deteriorating the 
quality of the protein in wheat but 
that this was not the case this year 
to the same extent as usual, owing 
to the fact that the frost came at u 
time when the grain was fairly ma- 
ture. 

In answer, to 


a question as to 
whether results from an experimen- 
ta! mill should be considered as fair- 
ly comparable with those to be ex- 
pected from a commercial mill, Dr. 
Birchard answered 
otherwise why do all
